FOGGING DOES NOT OCCUR ON THE FIRST THREE FRAMES OF THE TAKE, 
INDICATING THAT THE LIGHT LEAK MAY NOT HAVE OCCURRED DURING 
LAUNCH. . 

2. THE FIRST FOUR AND THE LAST FIVE FRAMES OF EVERY CAMERA 
OPERATION FROM THE SLAVE CAMERA (117) IS ALSO SEVERLY AFFECTED 
BY FOGGING, AND THE GROSS FOG LEVEL IN THE REMAINING FRAMES IS 
ABOVE OPTIMUM. 

3. SPECIAL PRINT ING PROCEDURES MAY SALVAGE SOME IMAGERY FROM 
THE LEAST DEGRADED FRAMES OF BOTH CAMERAS. 
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
